The purpose of this memorandum is to request approval for 
Assistant Director DeLoach*s Office to conduct necessary liaison

OBSERVATIONS: 


Albizu, President of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico 
(NPPR) and most revered leader of fanatical nationalists, continues 
to be confined under guard at the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, 
Puerto Rico. In 1952 Albizu received a sentence in excess of 79 jears 
after conviction for violations during the Nationalist Revolt in 
Puerto Rico during 1950. He was pardoned in 1953. The pardon 
was revoked in 1954 subsequent to the Nationalist March 1, 1954, 
assault on members of the House of Representatives. In November, 

1956, because of ill health he was transfered to the hospital. 



NPPR fanatics attribute Albizu*s physical and mental 
condition to treatment received from United States and Puerto Rican 
authorities and have indicated violent acts may be committed to 
avenge Albizu* s death when it occurs. 

Since at least the time of the shooting in the House 
of Representatives, we have maintained liaison in order that 
information concerning possible Puerto Rican violence against 
United States officials could be telephonically furnished to the 
Administrative Assistant to the Vice, president and the Administrati ve 
Assistant to the House speaker for the benefit of United States

On May 11, 1962, Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, 
above, stated that physicians at the Presbyterian Hospital, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico, report that there has been little 
change in the physical condition of ALBIZU during the past 
six months. He remains almost totally paralyzed and his only 
means of communication is through facial expressions and 
partial use of his left arm.

(On May 14, 1962, SJ T-l stated} that PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS, in-spite of his Incarceration and paralysis, is consider 
ed the supreme leader of the NPPR.

IV. RELEASE EFFORTS 

On my 14, 1962, SJ T-l reported that during the past 
six months the NPPR has made no special effort through 
propaganda, demonstrations, or court procedure to effect 
the release of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. The source stated that 
current NPPR leadership realizes that the expense of caring 
for PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, should he be released, would be 
a tremendous financial burden on the party. For this reason 
no serious effort is being made to gain his release 

The March 30, 1962, edition fif "El Mindo", Spanish 
language newspaper published daily at San juan, Puerto Rico, 
contained an article which reads as follows: 



"FURETO RICANS IN CUBA WILL FORM ORGANIZATION 

"All those puerto Rican exiles and Puerto 
Ricans living in Cuba, have agreed to establish 
an organization *to fight for the liberation 
of Puerto Rico . *

No information identifiable with Don C. Gellers was 
located in Bureau files. It is known, however, that Lynn 
has referred to Don Jellers (phonetic) as a young attorney 
employed in his office. 

"Americans for Puerto Rican Independence" was 
organized in 1952 under the leadership of Ruth Nary Reynolds, 
a long-time associate of Pedro Albizu Campos, who has been 
active for many years in the NPPR. In 1954 the headquarters 
of this organization was listed as the same address of 
Conrad J. Lynn. The last known meeting of this group was 
March 1, 19o4. and as of January, 1955. the organization was 
Inactive and had no funds or constitution.

Captain JUAN OONZAIEZ DELGADO, DI, POPR, has advised 
that orders have been given to all POPE personnel that as soon 
as information is received that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is dead, 
the entire police force will be placed in emergency status. He 
stated the police in each zone will institute spot surveillances 
of known Nationalists and will advise DI of their movements. 

The persons listed above are considered by the DI and this 
office as being potentially the most dangerous, or the most 
likely to be involved in any conspiracy' of NPPR members.

It will be 
this Agent's responsibility to advise this office of the action 
being taken by the POPR and any information which the POPR 
receives concerning violence or contemplated violence. This 
close liaison will be maintained until the SAC considers the 
emergency situation at an end. Another Agent will be assigned 

to alternate shifts with SA BILLS during this emergency. 

8. One Agent will be assigned to the International 
Airport, San Juan, to establish liaison with the DI Agents 
assigned there. It will be that Agent's responsibility to report 
information concerning the arrival or leaving of Nationalists 

at that Airport. Another Agent will also be assigned to this 
duty to alternate shifts with the first Agent. 

9. For a period of at least 48 hours following the 
death of ALBIZU, there will be two Agents on duty at all times 

in the San Juan Office. During working hours the female employees 
who normally work in the reception room of the San Juan Office 
will work in other areas of the office during this emergency. 

It will be the responsibility of the Agents on duty in the 
office to safeguard the space occupied by this office. They 
should be alert to any suspicious persons attempting to enter 
the office and completely satisfy themselves that persons 
desiring entrance to the office are not members of the NPPR. 


Agents having the security duty should review 
the photographs of leading Nationalists.

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It should be noted the Bureau insists on being 
notified immediately of any situation which might cause an 
outbreak 'of violence by the NPPR. It is believed the death 
of ALI 3 IZU may set off violent activities by certain fanatic 
members of that Party. It Is our responsibility to keep the 
Bureau completely and immediately advised of all developments 
concerning violence in order that Bureau personnel and property 
can be protected.

On November 9, 1962 Captain JUAN GONZaJleZ DELGADO, Division 
of Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (DI,POPR), Hato Rey, 

Puerto Rico advised that subject ALBIZU continues to be confined 
at the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico under 24-hour 
guard by personnel of the DI,POPR. Tvjo agents of the DI,POPR 
are stationed outside the hospital room of ALBIZU to prevent his 
escape and to prevent visits by unauthorized persons. 


He stated that any person desiring to visit ALBIZU must 
obtain permission from the Department of Justice of the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico. 


Captain GONZALEZ stated that as of November 9, 1962 there 
are no plans to either release ALBIZU or to return him to the 
Commonwealth State Penitentiary from which he was transferred 
on November 9, 1956 due to poor, health. 

II. STATUS OF HEALTH 


On November 9, 1962 Captain JUAN GONZALEZ DELGADO, above, 
advised that physicians of the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, 
Puerto Rico reported tbsre has been little change in the physical 
condition of ALBIZU during the past six months. He remains 
almost totally paralyzed and his only means of communication 
is through facial expressions and partial use of his left arm. 

On September 7, 1962 Mr. FERNANDO ANABITARTE, Assistant 
to the Chief, Division of Investigations and Criminal Matters, 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico Department of Justice, San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, made available the following statement:

"Hundreds of persons took part in activities at Ponce, 
Puerto Rico September 3.2, 1962 to celebrate the 71st birthday 
of Nationalist leader PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. Activities were 
initiated at 5 o'clock in the meaning by a reveille along the 
principal streets of the city. A mass was read at 7:00 o'clock 
in the morning at the cathedral for the health of ALBIZU. 

In the afternoon an exhibition of some 20 pictures by Puerto 
Rican artists was displayed in front of La Perla Theater. 

In the evening an artistic program was held at which a bust of 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS was unveil'e <J . This was followed with a 
meeting which ended at 11:00 o'clock. Principal speakers 
included leaders of the ACCION PATRIOTICA UNITARIA (Patriotic 
Unitarian Act ion X^U) and the MOVIMIENTO PRO INDEPENDENCIA DE 
PUERTO RICO (Puerto Rican Independence Movement )(MPIPR). 

The speakers generally eulogized PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS.

The July 27, 1962 edition of "El Mundo" contained an 
article stating in part as follows: 

"Attorney JUAN MARI BRAS, Secretary* of the MPIPR 
yesterday asked Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN to grant Dr. PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS and 'the rest of the Puerto Rican ptriots who are 
imprisoned for fighting colonialism' their immediate and 
unconditional release. In a telegram addressed to the Governor 
the MPIPR leader made the following statement: 

"Bearing no connection to the judgment which the 
Pro Independence Movement will pass on your proposition for the 
development of the Commonwealth and the plebiscite, and in view of 
the statements made by you last night to the effect that the process 
has been initiated to eliminate colonialism entirely in Puerto 
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CQNFl^C^-, 

Rico, to prove that you have spoked In good faith I hereby 
request from you once again that Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS and the 
rest of the Puerto Rican patriots who are imprisoned for fighting col- 
onialism be immediately and unconditionally released. " 

On September 187^962 JOSE C. APONTE, Chief, Division of 
Investigations and Criminal Matters, Commonwealth Justice 
Department, San Juan, Pi/erto Rico, advised tto New York 
attorney CONRAD J. LYNN arrived that date from New York City 
and presented a writ of habeas corpus to the Puerto Rico 
Supreme Court in San Juan asking the release of PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS. The wr*t, prepared In the name of RUTH REYNOLDS'^; 
as a friend of ALBIZU, argued that the 1954 revocation of 
ALBIZU' s parole was unconstitutional. 

On September 21, 1962 the Supreme Court of Puerto Rico 
ordered that the Superior Court of San Juan rule on the writ 
September 26, 1962. 

The September 25, 1962 edition of "The San Juan Star," 
an English language daily newspaper published in San Juan, 

Puerto Rico, contained an article stating in part as follows: 

"San Juan Superior Court is scheduled to consider the 
writ of habeas corpus for PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS tomorrow at 10:00 
A. M. 


"The Commonwealth Supreme Court ruled last last week that it 
would not consider the case but decided to hand it down to the 
San Juan Superior Court. The writ for the release of the 71-year- 
old ALBIZU has been filed by CONRAD J. LYNN, a stateside lawyer 
involved In an independence for Puerto Rico movement. 

"The Commonwealth Justice Department, meanwhile, is 
preparing to combat the writ, alleging that ALBIZU is too ill 
to appear in court. The department is expected to produce a 
certified medical report on ALBIZU tomorrow sustaining that the 
Nationalist Party lead er is too ill to leave the hospital . 

"Although LYNN and several other lawyers reported last 
week that ALBIZU is in good health, hospital sources reported 
that ALBIZU Is entirely unable to communicate with others. There Is 
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no way, the sources said, of knowing/ for certain whether ALBIZU 
is able to reason and understand what is being said to him. A 
series of psychological studies made of ALBIZU in the 1950's 
found him to be suffering from several acute mental disorders." 

The September 27, 1962 edition of "The San JuanStar" 
contained an article stating in part as follows : 

"A Superior Court hearing became snarled in a mesh of 
technicalities yesterday as a continental lawyer made a new 
attempt to free Nationalist leader PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS through a 
habeas corpus . 

"The chief issue was whether AjLBIZU was guilty of actions 
which were given as reason for revoking his pardon in 1956. 

"LYNN argued that no specific charges were made in revoking 
the pardon. The conditions allegedly violated .were that the 
Nationalist leader would do nothing aimed at overthrowing 
the government by violent and undemocratic means. 

"In his 'return,' a legal document giving reasons for 
imprisonment. Penitentiary Warden GERARDO DELGADO made only 
generalized reference to violations of the' pardon conditions. 

"Lynn maintained that it was up to t he granter of the pardon — 
the executive power — to give specific reaons for the revocation. 

"But the district attorneys countered that it was up to 
ALBIZU to file a 'traverse* proving, that he did not violate the 
conditions imposed. j 

"After some argument Judge YDRACH ruled that according to 
precedent the traverse had to be filed. 

"LYNN then filed one stating that AIBIZU had not violated the 
pardon. The attorneys protested that this was not sufficient and 
the Judge sustained them. 

"But after a recess YDRACH cancelled this last ruling and gave 
both sides 10 days to file memorandums on the sufficiency of the 
return and the traverse. " 
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The September 23 , 1962 ledition of "El Mun^o" 
an. article stating in part as follows:

"Dr. CONRAD LYNN, friend and defense attorney 
of Nationalist leader PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, stated yesterday 
morning, a few minutes before he boarded the Eastern Airlines 
plane which would take him to New York that he will make every 
possible effort to obtain his client's freedom on this occasion. 


"'If our habeas corpus petition is rejected, then we 
will appeal to a higher court (which he did not mention) or will 
present new petitions requesting PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS' freedom, 
but we feel the obligation and we will change his present status 
as a prisoner,' stated the American lawyer yesterday. 

"At any rate, no matter what the judge's decision is, 
LYNN will appeal to a superior court, although he did not say 
which one. He said he was withholding this information for tactic 
reasons . 


"'However, we will take every step, submit every 
petition and realize every effort which is neccesary because we 
are determined to set PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS free and we shall 
do so,* added Dr. LYNN," 

On October 11 , 1962 JOSE C. APONTE, Puerto Rico Commonwealth 
Justice Department, advised that memorandums in the above matter had 
been filed in San Juan Superior Court October 10 , 1962 by the Puerto 
Rico Department of Justice attorneys and New York attorney CONRAD 
J. LYNN. LYNN’s memorandum was mailed from his office in 
New York. 

On October 26, 1962 San Juan Superior Court Judge 
RAFAEL L. YDRACH JORDAN ,after considering the memorandums ^issued 
a resolution in which he concluded that the return presented by the 
Commonwealth Justice Department attorneys wa s sufficient 
and "although we could now overrule the writ, since the 
petitionary (Ruth Reynolds) questioned the sufficiency of 

the return-- and the doctrine of res Judicata does not apply 

in matters of habeas corpus, we wish to give her the benefit of 
this resolution so she might. If she sees fit to do so, dispute 
the facts mentioned in the return to the writ. If she should 
do so, and for this she is granted a period of 30 days. 
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then the dates will he set for the proper hearings. However, if no 
such action is taken by the petitionary and no extension of time 
is requested, then it shall be understood ipso facto that the 
preliminary writ which was issued will be annulled." 

RUTH REYNOLDS vias convicted in Puerto Rico on 
September 7, 1951 of having violated the 
Commonwealth Subversive Activities Law in that 
she took an oath to support the NPPR, which oath 
was administered by PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS to persons 
attending a General Assembly of the NPPR held 
December 18, 19^-9 Arecibo, Puerto Rico. 

In the latter part of 1954 the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico Supreme Court reversed the conviction.

support to aha helped organize public commemorations 
sponsored by the NPPR in New York City during those 
years . 

On November 14, 1962 FERNANDO ANABITARTE, Assistant 
to the Chief, Division of Investigations and Criminal Matters, 
Commowealth of Puerto Rico Department of Justice, San Juan, Puerto 
Rico advised that as of that date no further action had been taken 
by the San Juan Superior Court in the matter.

A confidential source advised on January 26, 1959, that the APU 
was formed at a meeting held in Santurce, Puerto Rico, on 
January 25, 1959, under the direction of RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ, 
who later resigned as President of the NATIONALIST PARTY OP 
PUERTO RICO (NPPR) on May 3 , 1959* This source advised on 
February 19, 1959, that MEDINA recently stated he plans for 
the APU to be backed by the NPPR and controlled by him, MEDINA, 
and the NPPR. He said that the APU will be presented to the v 
public as a pr<? -independence group which favors peaceful methods 
for obtaining independence for Puerto Rico. 

Another confidential source advised on May 21, 1962, that RAMON 
MEDINA is President of the organization but that JUAN ANTONIO 
CORRETJER is the driving force behind the APU and is in control 
of all policy and organizational activity. 

This source stated the purpose of the APU is to achieve 
independence through electoral abstention and passive resistance. 
According to CORRETJER, the first step is to educate the people 
of Puerto Rico to support electoral abstention and passive 
resistance will logically follow. This resistance will take the 
form of a massive strike in which the people will refuse to sup- 
port the present government or purchase United States products. 

According to the source, APU leaders do not openly advocate 
use of force and violence to obtain independence for Puerto Rico. 

JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER is a self -admitted former member of the 
NPPR and the COMMUNIST PARTY, UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and a 
violent independent! st who has traveled throughout the Caribbean 
and Latin America during 1959-1960 propagandizing on behalf of 
Puerto Rican independence. 

The NPPR has been designated by the Attorney General of the 
United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 
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MOVIMIENTO PRO INDEPENDENCIA DE PUERTO RICO 
(Puerto Rican Independence Movement) 

(MPIPR) 


On June 20, i960, JUAN MARI BRAS, Secretary General of the 
MPIPR, advised Special Agents of the FBI that this organiza- 
tion was foimed January 11, 1959, at Mayaguez, Puerto Rico, 
and officially came into being at the MPIPR Constituent Conven- 
tion on November 23# 1959# at Ponce, Puerto Rico. It was 
formed by a group of former leaders of the PARTIDO 
INDEPENDENTISTA PUERTORRIQUENO (PIP), a former legally 
constituted political party, who were dissatisfied with PIP 
policies and decided to form a more active organization to 
indoctrinate the Puerto Rican people with the ideal of Puerto 
Rican independence. 

Although the MPIPR does not advocate violence, it will 
accept anyone who believes in Puerto Rican independence 
regardless of his beliefs on the use of violence provided he 
agrees with the MPIPR Declaration of Principles. The organiza- 
tion contains both Nationalists and Communists within its 
membership, but does not assume responsibility for actions 
they may take not sanctioned by the group. 

Speaking on behalf of himself and his organization, MARI 
BRAS said the MPIPR does not currently advocate violence as 
a means of obtaining Puerto Rican independence only because 
he felt that violence would be ineffective against the power 
of the US Government. MARI BRAS stated he believed in the 
right of a people, specifically the Puerto Rican people, to 
use violence to obtain their freedom if and when the circum- 
stances are such they could possibly be successful In their 
effort. 

Headquarters of the MPIPR are located at Rio Piedras, Puerto 
Rico, a suburb of San Juan. During 1962 Issues of the MPIPR 
"Carta Samanal" (Weekly Letter), self -described as a weekly 
bulletin from MPIPR Headquarters to its various branches, 
repeatedly stated that the goal for 1962 was to establish 
an effective branch In every municipality In Puerto Rico and 
also in New York City. 
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Records of the Police of Puerto Rico indicate an estimated 
500 persons attended the MPIPR General Assembly held in 
November, 1961, at Arecibo, Puerto Rico. 

Among the members of the MPIPR General Secretariat and 
National Mission are adherents of other groups seeking 
independence for Puerto Rico, including the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR).»

I. STATUS OP INCARCERATION S \ 

On May 15, 1963 , Commandant ERNESTO LUGO MENDEZ. 
Division of Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (DI, POPR), 

Hato Rey, Puerto Rico, advised that subject ALBIZU continues 
to be confined-at the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto 
Rico, under 24-hour guard, by personnel of the DI, POPR. 

Two agents of the DI, POPR are stationed outside the hospital 
room of ALBIZU to prevent his escape and to prevent visits 
by unauthorized persons. He stated that any person desiring 


ALL INFLATION CONTAINED 
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to visit ALBIZU must obtain permission from the Department 
of Justice of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 


Commandant LUGO MENDEZ stated that as of Jfey 
15, 1963, there are no plans to either release ALBIZU or 
to return him to the Commonwealth State - Penitentiary, 
from which he was transferred on November 9, 1956, due to 
poor health. 


II. STATUS OF HEALTH 


On May 15, 1963, Commandant LUGO MENDEZ, above, 
advised that physicians of the Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce 
Puerto Rico, have reported that there has been little change 
in the physical condition of ALBIZU during" the past six 
months. He remains almost totally paralyzed; his only means ' 
of communication being through facial expression and partial 
use of his left arm. 


On ffey 13, 1963, SJ T-l reported that at a meeting 
of the ACCION PATRIOTICA UNIT ARIA (Patriotic Unitarian Action) 
(APU), held on May 10, 1963 in Santurce, Puerto Rico, AFU 
Secretary General, JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER, stated that he had 
investigated a rumor which was circulated during the previous 
weekend that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS* health~was falling rapidly 
and that the POPR expected his death momentarily. CORRETJER 
said he had been told by an unnamed source that the rumor 
was true. He stated that he intended to circulate this 
information concerning the imminent death of ALBIZU throughout 
the countries of Latin America. He did not state by what 
means he intended to circulate the information^ ^ 


A characterization of the APU appears in the 
appendix. 


Concerning the above. Commandant ERNESTO LUGO MENDEZ 
DI, POPR, on May 15, 1963, stated that a rumor to the effect 
that ALBIZU* s health was' falling, apparently' was started 
during the previous weekend, as the Police received numerous 
inquiries from the press and private individuals concerning 
the matter. Commandant' LUGO MENDEZ stated the rumor was 
completely unfounded and there had been no change in ALBIZU* s 
physical condition. 
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III. NATIONALIST PARTI OF PUERTO RICO (NPPR) LEADERSHIP

(On May 19, 1963, SJ T-2 statedjlMt PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS, inspite of his incarceration and paralysis, is still 
considered the supreme leader of the NPPR. He stated that 
leaders of the other pro- independence groups in Puerto Rico, 
even though there may be differences among the groups, considered 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS a great patriot and hero of the independence 
movement • 

IV. REIEASE EFFORTS 

A writ of habeas corpus filed on behalf of the 
subject on September 18, 1962 in San Juan Superior Court 
by New York Attorney CONRAD J. LYNN, was declared null and 
void by San Juan Superior Court Judge RAFAEL YDRACH JORDAN 
on November 26, 1962, On December 11, 1962, by letter from 
his New York Office, Attorney LYNN notified the San Juan 
Superior Court that he intended to file an appeal in the 
matter before the Puerto Rico Supreme Court. 

On January 17* 1963, Attorney LYNN filed an appeal 
with the Puerto Rico Supreme Court, this appeal being based 
bn the claim that ALBIZU 1 s imprisonment, after he was 
pardoned in 1954, was unconstitutional, since It was never 
proved that ALBIZU had violated the conditions of his parole.

A source advised on January 26, 1959* that the APU was formed at 
a meeting held in Santurce, Puerto Rico, on January 25, 1959* 
under the direction of RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ, who later resigned 
as President of the NATIONALIST PARTY OP PUERTO RICO (NPPR) 
on May 3, 1959. According to this source MEDINA stated that the 
APU would be presented to the public as a pro -independence group 
favoring peaceful methods for obtaining Puerto Rico’s independence. 

A second source advised on November 23, 1962, that JUAN ANTONIO 
CORRETJER became affiliated with the organization during i960 and 
holds the position of Secretary General. While RAMON MEDINA is 
President, CORRETJER Is the driving force behind the APU and 
controls all policy and organizational activities. Under CORRETJER ’ s 
leadership membership has been continuously on the rise and a 
number of APU missions established throughout the island. 

CORRETJER’ s socialistic and communistic ideas have greatly- 
influenced organization policy and on August 27, 1962, he instituted 
classes in Marxism for the APU main mission in the San Juan 
metropolitan area. 

This same source informed that CORRETJER prepared the APU policy 
program approved at the organization’s assembly in San Juan, 

Puerto Rico, on January 21, 1962. In brief % this policy states 
that the APU considers Puerto Rico a U. S. colony, lacking ;

A source advised on January 26, 1959* that the APU was formed 
at a meeting held in Santurce, Puerto Rico, on January 25, 1959* 
under the direction of RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ, who later resigned 
as President of the NATIONALIST PARTY OP PUERTO RICO (NPPR) 
on May 3, 1959. According to this source MEDINA stated that the 
APU would be presented to the public as a pro-independence group 
favoring peaceful methods for obtaining Puerto Rico's 
independence. 

A second source advised on November 23* 1962, that JUAN ANTONIO 
CORRETJER became affiliated with the organization during i960 
and holds the position of Secretary General. While RAMON MEDINA 
is President, CORRETJER is the driving force behind the APU 
and controls all policy and organizational activities.

Pedro Albizu Campos is the titular head of the Nationalist ' 

Party of Puerto Rico and even though he has been imprisoned for - / 

many years by Puerto Rican authorities, he is still considered tbe-\ ( 
hero of those who advocate independence for Puerto Rico by violent ,■/ / ) 
means. Albizu is confined at Presbyterian Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico. 
He is almost completely paralyzed and is hardly able to communicate 
with those about him. It is expected that upon his death there will 
be demonstrations and possibly violence on the part of his followers. 


In view of the past history of these individuals in shooting 
up the Congress of the United States on March 1, 1954, we have 
devised a procedure for notifying key officials in Congress. The 
person in the Senate previously designated to be called upon the death 
of Albizu was Walter Jenkins, Administrative Assistant to the then 
Vice President Johnson. Roy L. Elson is Administrative Assistant to 
Senator Carl Hayden, President Pro Tempore of the Senate.

INDEPENDENTISTA PUERTORRIQUENO (PIP) , a formerly legally 
constituted political party, who were dissatisfied with PIP 
policies and decided to form a mae active organization to 
indoctrinate the Puerto Rican people with the Ideal of 
Puerto Rican independence. 

Although the MPIPR does ro t advocate violence, it will accept 
anyone who believes in Puerto Rican independence regardless 
of his beliefs on the use of violence provided he agrees 
with the MPIPR Declaration of Principles. The organization 
contains both Nationalists and communists within its membership 
but does not assume responsibility for actions they may 
take not sanctioned by the group. 

Speaking on behalf of himself and Hs organization, MARI BRAS 
said the MPIPR cbes not currently advocate violence as a 
means of obtaining Puerto Rican independence only because 
he felt that violence would be ineffective against the power 
of the U. S. Government. MARI BRAS 3tated that he believed in 
the right of a people, specifically the Puerto Rican people, 
to use violence to obtain their freedom if and when the 
circumstances are such that they could possibly be successful 
In their efforts. 

Headquarters of the MPIPR are located at Rio piedras, a 
suburb of San Juan. 

Issues of the MPIPR "Carta Semanal" (Weekly Letter), 
self -described as a weekly bulletin from MPIPR headquarters 
to the vartus tranches, during 1963 have reported that MPIPR 
branches have heen established, at least in name, in almost 
every town and hamlet in Puerto Rico and in Chicago, Illinois 
and New York City. 
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The Fourth fiSSSiy of the MPIPR was held 
December 9j 1962, at Hato Tejas and, according to press 
reports, one of the resolutions passed by this body was 
one of complete support and solidarity with the Cuban people, 
the Cuban Revolutionary Government, and FIDEL CASTRO *- 

Attendance at this assembly was estimated by the. Division 
of Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (DI, POPR) not to 
exceed 375 persons. 

Total membership of the MPIPR is believed by the DI, POPR 
to be between 1,000 and 1,300 persons. 

Among the members of the 90-man National Council of the MPIPR 
are adherents of other independence -seeking groups, including 
the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) .

The writ 
charges that Albizu's conditional pardon which was revoked 3-5-5-' 
by the Governor of Puerto Rico was without proper foundation 

Attorney General Cancio requested assistance of die Bureau 
to obtain from Bureau files information indicating Albizu had 
direct implication in the shooting by four Nationalist Party of 
Puerto Rico (NPPR) members in Congress 3-1-54. 

Albizu was conditionally pardoned by Governor Munoz of 
Puerto Rico, 10-30-53, from sentences in Puerto Rican court totaling 
more than 79 years which were imposed as a result of Albizu's 
activities in the 1950 rebellion. The condition was that he "refrain 
from conspiring against public security with intent to destroy by 
violence or terror the established constitutional order."

Gonzalo Lebron Sotomayor, former leader of NPPR in 
Chicago who now resides in Puerto Rico, turned states evidence 
in the Puerto Rican trials in 1954. He now resides in Puerto Rico 
and is a possible witness regarding Albizu's desire for violence. 

Possible appearance of former SAC. Godfrey 

Cancio said he understood former SAC, Richard C. Godfrey, 
who was SAC in San Juan March, 1954, conferred with Governor 
Munoz regarding revocation of Albizu's pardon. Godfrey is now a 
Puerto Rican businessman. 

The matter of former SAC Godfrey' s possible testimony 
arose in a 1961 habeas corpus proceeding to free Albizu. At 
that time he told Puerto Rican authorities he was bound by his 
oath not to reveal information gained from his employment with 
the Bureau and he did not recall the conversation with Governor 
Munoz anyhow. The then SAC, Speaker was authorized to testify 
if necessary that the SAC as a matter of policy maintained liaison 
with Governor Munoz and informed the Police of Puerto Rico of all 
known indications of violence in Puerto Rico. He was not called. 

Nonexisting note implicating Albizu 

Cancio also said he understood that one of the four 

$ rincipals in the shooting in Congress had a note in his pocket 
rom Albizu implicating Albizu. A report from Washington Field 
dated 3-7-54 carried an inventory of items taken from the four 
principals and no such note was listed. In fact, all four subjects 
i claimed they were the only ones involved in that particular plot.

It mould be a miscarriage of justice* if Albizu mere 
released on a writ of habeas corpus based on charges Governor 
Munoz improperly revoked the pardon folloming the shooting in 
Congress, 3-1-54.

On May 14, 1964 JOSE C. APONTE, Chief, Division of 
Investigations and Criminal Matters, Commonwealth Department 
of Justice, San Juan, PueY?to Rico, advised that the Puerto 
Rico Supreme Court had announced that it will render a decision 
on May 25, 1964 on an appeal concerning a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
filed in the subject’s behalf. This Writ was originally filed in 
San Juan Superior Court on September 18, 1962 by New York Attorney 
CONRAD J. LYNN and was prepared in the name of RUTH REYNOLDS, 
as a friend of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. The San Juan Superior 
Court denied the Writ in September, 1962 and an appeal was 
later filed by Attorney LYNN to the Puerto Rico Supreme Court. 


PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, the titular head of the 
NATIONALIST PARTY OF PUERTO RICO (NPPR), has 
been Incarcerated since 1954 because of 
revolutionary activities, and since 1959 has been 
under medical care at the Presbyterian Hospital, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico. 



The NPPR has been designated by ihe Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 

RUTH REYNOLDS was convicted in Puerto Rico 
on September 7, 1951 of having violated the 
Commonwealth Subversive Activities law in that 
she took an oath to support the NPPR, which oath 
was administered by Pedro Albizu Campos to 
persons attending a General Assembly of the NPPR 
held December 18, 1949* at Arecibo, Puerto Rico. 

In the latter part of 1954 the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico Supreme Court reversed the conviction.
